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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-10, drawn to a camera having optimized optical output and exposure 
condition based on the range information of an object, classified in class 348, 
subclass 364. 

II. Claims 11-15, drawn to a camera realizing a highly precised 3-dimensional image 
without deteriorating of the quality of a 2-dimensional image including a filter for 
adjusting an intensity per unit area of the light incident on the camera, classified 
in class 348, subclass 342. 

III. Claims 16-23, drawn to an imager having a foreground/background distinguisher 
based on optical properties of the lights reflected from an object, classified in 
class 348, subclass 584. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I, n and III are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a 

single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. In the instant case, invention I has separate utility such as an electronic 
camera system not having the particular listed in the inventions II and III such as a filter or a 
foreground/background distinguisher. Likewise, invention II has separate utility such as a range 
finder for obtaining information about a 3-dimensional location of an object not having the 
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particular listed in the inventions I and III such as a camera's exposure controller or a foreground 
and background distinguisher. Furthermore, invention III has separate utility such as an imager 
not having the particular listed in the inventions I and II such as a filter or a camera's exposure 
controller See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above, have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification and the search required for 
Group I is not required for Group II and III , restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper. 

4. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an 
election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 CFR 
1.143). 

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected invention, the 
inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one or more of the 
currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim remaining in the 
application.
